The home dr» -maker savs the New 
York Host, is jus* now employ ing a 
considerable part of her time in ma king 
over dresses from those which

arranging new draperies of net mull, 
fancy grenadine or other semitra nspa r­ 
ent textiles over bodies and skirts or 
princf ss dresses of silk or satin that 
have been worn in other forms. To add 
to these g owns when thus partly fin­ 
ished are now sold qua ntities of ex­ 
tremely pretty made up laces— berthas, 
plastrons, collarettes, frilled fichus, g ir­

The power of the speaker of thehonne 
of representatives has steadily increased 
from the lirsfc congress to the present, 
and in its influent w ou nation d legisla­ 
tion is believed by many even to exceed 
that » xerted by the president. 
Hamuel 
J. Randall, through whom ttit influence 
of the speaker was increased more large 
ly than by any other man in this coun­ 
try, one© said: 
“ I came to consider 
that the speakership was the highest 
office w ithin the reach of American oiti 
zens; that it was a grand official sta 
tion. great in the honors which it con 
fcrred and still greater in the ability it
